THE CLUVERIS ttUUDEK TRIAL..

The Jnry Eiiitun-i- t aia th Tallies of
Evldfip. H(;un.

Richmond, Va., Alay 13 The jury in the
Cluveris murder trial this morning were
photographed on the Capitol grounds, near
the City Hall. The sick juror had recovered
and appeared perfectly well. When the
court opened the prisoner wes seen tiiticgon
the right of his counsel, and near the re-

porters' desk. His brother sat next to him.
After the Court had signed the bill of excep-
tions made Monday to tho jury panel, the
taking of testimony was begun.

L. W. Rose, keeper of the reäervoir where
Lillian Madison' bedy was found, was
the first witness sworn. - He b:gan by defin-
ing his duties, and describing the place and
surroundings. He was in the habit of mak-
ing a circuit of the works twice a day around
the walk on tho top of tne reservoir. About 7
o'clock on tho mcrningof March 14,in making
his usual round, he found on tho walk a wo-
man's glove and a broken shoestring. He
looked into the water at that point, and ncs
ticedwhat appeared to be a portion of a
woman's dress and a leg partly exposed. He
immediately called an employe, and upon
examination found it was the body of a wo-
man. Looking further, he discovered on the
wa;k a furrowed place In the ground made
by the fooUters of a woman, and. behind
them, tracks of a man's foot, alliudicating a
strugcle. Witntss went directly to the of-
fice of the water works and reported to the
Superintendent, and !so informed the Cor-- oi

er. The bsdy was subsf queatly tsken out
of the water and caned oil. In answer to
a question of the commonwealth's attorney,
Mr. Meredith, witness said that on the night
of March 13 tho water in the reservoir was
about fif y inches below the waste-wate- r line,
naving been drawn orT for the purpose of
repairs the. evidence of a struggle on the
wrilk was about, thirteen feft from where the
body was fourd floating. Upon cross exam-
ination by tho defense, witness stated that
there reemed to have been Quite a strug-
gle ot the point named. After the body
was taken out of the water, a severe con-
tusion was observed over the rieht eve. Cro33-qutBtion'- Dg

by four of the counsel for the
defense was prolonged and tediu3 and de-
veloped nothing of interest.
